Besides g i 'i n g the 
name of the church and its paster, the

They qualify their 
statements, howev* r with the remark 
that i Itc showing is fine in the smaller 
counties and in the farming communi­ 
ties. while it is not ¡is good as it might 
be in the cities. Enough of the inside 
plans of the Republicans is known to 
warrant the $tat* ment that they an 
building hopes of victory on a heavj 
vote from the agricultural communi­ 
ties.

OBEDIENT MOORISH CHILDREN. 


Show Great Respect for Parents—Their 
Training. 
A French Indy, Mile. Mathilde Zeys, 
has recently visited Morocco, and at the 
present moment Parisians are deriving 
instruction and entertainment from her 
work, “ Une Francnise au Marco.” Chil­ 
dren in Morocco, she tells us, are brought 
up to show the greatest respect and def­ 
erence to their parents. A Moorish child 
never enters his father's presence unless 
called. 
H e kisses his father’s hand and 
similarly greets any friends who may be 
there. 
Only on rare occasions does he take 
fcis meals with his parents. As a rule 
the child has but one dish, which is sent 
outside to him after the parents' meal. 
Although the discipline seems severe. 
Moorish parents love their children dear­ 
ly, and it is a pretty sight to see a 
swarthy Arab with rugged features play­ 
ing with his children in front of his 
house. 
The girls have a monotonous 
time, spent at their mother's side. 
At the age of 5 the father takes his 
little son to school. H e carries with him 
a present to the master, or "fokih.” and 
some sweetmeats to cheer up the little 
chap for the first few days. At the end 
of the first week the parents give a par­ 
ty to signalize the boy's entry to school, 
and all the small hoy’s friends, who 
have a half holiday for the occasion, are 
invited. 
The learning from our standpoint is 
hardly worthy the name, and if a little 
Moor does not show aptitude for study 
the parents soon take him away from 
school and put him to a trade. 
Still ev­ 
ery boy is supposed to read and write. 
Study, such as it is. is literary, rathe» 
than scientific. Moorish scientific ideas 
are not only antiquated, but often false. 
Religious scruples forbid deep study in 
chemistry and natural philosophy. Medi­ 
cine is only in a most rudimentary state. 
The study of anatomy is forbidden by re­ 
ligion and the Moorish• surgeon is often 
the barber.—London Globe-

tion from the feet destroys leather unless 
It is frequently dried out. 
The overnight 
Interval is not long enough. 
Besides wearing longer, it is better for 
the feet to change shoes daily. 
Uncom­ 
fortable shoes diminish a man's energy. 
They impair his comfort and distract 
his thoughts.—New York World.

A ROLLING PLANT. 


California Cactus Which Blows Around 
the Desert for Months. 
Curious among vegetable growths and 
one which is seldom seen of men is the 
rootless cactus of the California desert, 
says The Technical World. 
This plant, 
a round, compact growth, rolls about the 
level floor <>f the desert for some eight or 
nine months of the year, tossed hither 
and yon by the winds which blow with 
fierceness over all of California’s sand 
plat during those months. 
At the coming of the rains, or rather 
the cloudbursts, which sweep the desert 
in its springtime, this cactus takes root 
wherever 
it 
happens 
to 
have 
been 
dropped by the last wind of which it 
was the plaything and immediately be­ 
gins to put out all around it small shoots 
which in turn become cacti, exactly like 
the parent plant. 
These young growths increase in size 
rapidly, sucking the moisture both from 
the parent plant and from the surround­ 
ing earth. 
The roots do not penetrate 
the soil deeply, but spread often over a 
circle whose radius is not less than ten 
feet. 
These roots, too, are small, but 
practically innumerable, and they get ev­ 
ery bit of moisture and plant food to be 
had iu the territory they cover.

The image of the god is placed on a 
conspicuous part of the temple, b o that

The most curious part of the festival 
is that water is not poured on the image 
of the god until a certain small bird is 
found sitting on the topmost banner of 
the temple.

Mahesh. on the day of this festival, 
and his very presence is an indication 
that the ceremony should 
commence.

still others promise to recommend vigor­ 
ously in their forthcoming messa ges to 
—they ijv-spective Legisla tures the appoints 
meut of sta te commissions and a ctive co­

with the national body . 


Governors Ta ke Action. 
W ithin less than thirty da y s a fter the 
Appointment of the national conservation 
•commission, four governors had advised 
the President of similar sta te action by 
themselves. 
Gov. Polk of Missouri, who

intention and Missouri’s commission is 
-expected soon to be at work.

■commission of inquiry into related phas­ 
es of natural resources, which between 
them will be able to look a fter the na tu­ 
ra l resources of the Wolverine state. 
West in the Lead. 
Montana and Oregon were a mong the 
first of the states in the field with con­ 
serva tion commissions. 
Under da te of 
J une 1.» . Gov. Edwin L. Norris of Mon­ 
tana wrote the I’resident that he had 
appointed a commission “ to suggest to 
our next legisla tive 
assembly 
proper 
w a y s and means to conserve and pro­ 
tect the forests of Montana, and I an­ 
ticipa te tha t the commission so a ppoint­ 
ed by me will ma ke valuable recommen­ 
da tions.” 
On J une 10. Gov. George E. Chamber- 
lain of Oregon 
notified 
the President 
tha t he had already appointed “ a com­ 
mittee on plans and programme for the 
movement of the 
conservation of re­ 
sources, and that this commission is to 
be enlarged and will act in co-operation 
with the national commission.” 
Others Fa ll in Line. 
Gov. ,J. Frank Ila nly of Indiana writes 
tha t it is his purpose “ in the near fu­ 
ture to appoint a sta te commission.”

Praises President. 
Gov. It. B. Glenn of North Carolina, 
writing on J une 11, assures the Presi­ 
dent tha t every thing necessary to en­ 
a ble the North Carolina Sta te Geological 
survey to co-operate with the National 
Conserva tion commission so as to pre­ 
serve our rescourees “ will be laid be­ 
fore the next Legisla ture by me in my 
la st messa ge to tha t body .”

HOW INVENTIO NS WERE STOLEN. 


Precautions Taken Before Day s of P a t­ 
ents to Preserve Trade Secrets. 


Before patents were granted for in­ 
ventions, the inventor hud but one wa y 
to secure a return from iiis invention. 
Tha t wa s to keep it secret. 
Secret inventions were the most va l­ 
uable possessions of ma ny families aud 
guilds. 
But in proportion to their value, 
they 
tempted 
cupidity 
of competitors. 
The secret of ma king 
Venetian glass 
wa s greatly prized and w a s most jea l­ 
ously guarded. 
A Venetia n named I'ao- 
ii, who possessed the secret, left Venice 
and wandered northward practising his 
art. 
H e was sta bbed in Normandy with 
a da gger marked “ Tra itor” —a measure 
taken to preserve the secret. 
in 17 10 the elector of Sa xony learned 
that a man uumed Bottger had discov­ 
ered the secret of ma king porcelain. 
H e 
accordingly confined him in the ca stle 
of Albrechtsburg until the discovery had 
been perfected. 
The 
workmen 
were 
sworn to secrecy , aud the drawbridge 
wa s kept up except to admit those spe­ 
cially authorized. 
Thus wa s the ma nu­ 
fa cture of the fa mous Dresden ware be­ 
gun. 
The secret wa s soon carried to 
Vienna, where a roy al factory was es­ 
tablished. and to Fra nce, where it wa s 
the foundation of 
the ma nufacture of 
the fa mous Sevres pottery . 
The stealing of the secret of making 
“ cast steel” is an interesting example. 
A 
wa tchma ker named 
Huntsma n wa s 
dissatisfied with the wa tch springs the 
market afforded, and in 17 00 conceived 
that if lie could ca st the steel into an 
ingot, springs made from it would be 
more homogeneous. 
H is conception wa s 
successfully 
carried 
out, 
and a 
large 
market 
wa s 
esta blished for 
“ H unts­ 
ma n’s ingots.” 
La rge works with tall 
chimney s were soon built. 
Every effort w a s ma de to keep the 
secret. 
No one wa s admitted to the 
works. 
The process w a s divided, and 
persons working 
011 each part were kept 
iir ignorance of other parts of the work. 
One hitter winter night a man, dressed 
a s a farm laborer, ca me to the door ap­ 
parently in an exha usted condition and 
asked 
admittance. 
T he 
foreman, 
de­ 
ceived by his a ppea ra nce into thinking 
the mau vias inca pa ble of understand­ 
ing what he would see, let him in. 
The man dropped down in sight of 
the furnaces and 
seemed 
to 
sleep. 
Through furtively opened ey es he sa w 
the workman cut bars of steel into bits 
and depositing them into crucibles, put 
the crucibles in furna ces and urged the 
fires to the highest pitch. 
The workmen 
had to protect themselves from the heat 
by wet cloths. 
Fina lly the steel melted, 
he sa w the crucibles were withdrawn 
and the steel wa s ca st into molds—and 
the secret wa s a secret

turning in the sma ller denominations of 
currency . 
Bequests were in much great­ 
er amount, ami many of the banks de­ 
siring small 
bills 
for their customers 
were obliged to look elsewhere.

For thirty years they 
have been administered by Austria- 
Hungary, but they have always re- ;

rights.

Cheap Icebox. 
An icebox that can be made for 50 
cents and kept tilled for 2 cents a day 
is described iu The Journal of the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
"An ordinary 
woodetn box. 13x18 inches, with a depth 
of llMt inches, can be obtained from 
your grocer,” sa ys The Journal, 
"iu 
the bottom of the box place a substa n­ 
tial layer of sa wdust. On this set a tin 
pail or can, 8 inches in diameter and 
nigh enough to hold a quart bottle of 
milk. 
Gore should 
he taken that the 
pail rests on sa wdust—not on the wood 
bottom of the box. 
Around the 
pail 
place a cylinder of tin, a little larger 
than the pail, then puck sa wdust about 
the cylinder—not between pail and cyl­ 
inder—up to top of cylinder, Under cov­ 
er of the box nail about fifty layers of 
newspaper. 
Set the milk bottle in the 
pail and pack broken ice about the bot­ 
tle. 
A refrigerator of this description 
will hold two quart bottles of milk, or 
four eight-ounce feeding bottles. 
It can 
be operated for about 2 cents a day. To 
prevent rusting, a little soda may be 
placed in the can each da y.”

talk about the glory of w-ur; wha t about 
the glory of the widow? 
A husband is 
taken a wa y by the shot and shell of the 
enemy ami who is left to bring up six 
or seven children entirely on her own 
resources? 
I think the woman is the 
hero of a war. 
"We ought 
to 
1» . too far removed 
from the da ys of barbarism to 
w a nt 
to kill our enemies. How ridiculous it

not settle 
international troubles 
by a 
court of justice the same as na tional 
troubles are settled between 
sta tes, and 
save money and humanity. It is the best 
man with the best physique who goes to 
war. 
Tha t’s where the fighting countries 
sacrifice their best and strongest men. 
See what you lea ve at home and wha t 
there is left in the country when you 
send the best men awa y to fight. 
“ The survival of the fittest is all right, 
but the surviva l of the fittest does not 
have its highest meaning in brute force. 
Tiie fittest should not survive for bra wn 
but on a ccount of brain. 
“ Now the connection between 
w om ­ 
an suffrage and a nation spending all 
this money is obvious. 
It lies in the 
fact that women, the chief sufferer on 
account of war, has no 
voice in the 
spending of this money 
for a rma ments 
and battleships. 
No woman ever w a nt­ 
ed war yet, and to attain our object in 
preventing it, women must necessarily 
be suffragists and get the wherewith to 
d<> with. 
Do you know that <>.‘1 per cent, 
of the revenue of the country today is 
spent on a rma ments and on the army 
and navy.” —From Mrs. Cowell ut Lon- 
lon Peace Congress.

FOREIGNERS IN UNITED STATES. 


A Polish View* of American Immigration 
and Institutions. 
The following excerpt from a personal 
letter received by a member of the staff 
of The Tribune from a professor in the 
“ Dolitechiuka. 
at 
Lemberg, 
Austrian 
Poland, is of specia l interest, presenting 
us it does a Polish view of emigration to 
America and its effect upon Poland: 
"\\ e were afraid that the returning 
ma sses would ca use some misery in our 
country, and suitable a rrangements were 
made to secure their occupation in pri­ 
vate and public works, and give to them 
wa ges we can afford. 
But the situation 
proved 
much 
better—one part 
of 
the 
emigra nts had sufficient supply of money 
fur settling aga in at home, the other 
part found help from their families, and 
they intend to go back to the United 
Sta tes later—the rest found employment 
in various enterprises owing to the offi­ 
cial preparations made and to the good 
industrial conditions of Austria at the 
time. 
The moral and political influence of 
the sojourn in the United Sta tes on our 
workmen cannot be bad. I 
am 
sure. 
Every trip to foreign and highly civil­ 
ized. or even to less developed, countries 
enlarges the mind and opinions or the 
people, makes them more provident and 
cautious, suggests many 
improvements 
and ma kes them more tolerant and just 
toward 
the institutions of 
their 
old 
country. 
"They learn the undeniable fact that 
many things are better in foreign coun­ 
tries than at home, but also that some 
other 
things 
nre 
worse 
theie. 
They 
start thinking, and arrive, maybe, at the 
conclusion that some peculiarities of our 
country may be improved, others cannot 
be changed, beca use they 
are 
really 
adapted 
to our conditions. 
“ Consequently, they become afterward 
better citizens, who understand the po­ 
litical and social problems, and who try 
to do something for the country and for ¡ 
their nation, instead of being only dis­ 
satisfied people, not able to help them­ 
selves. 
“ W e all can learn a lot in the United ! 
States. 
I should wish to send all our 
young men, all our students and farmers | 
and officers to visit America, and stay 
there at least one or more years. 
They 
would see there so many good qualities I 
not developed in our European coudi- | 
tions. as the spirit of intense working, j 
the incomparable spirit of enterprise in 1 
every line, the energy, the fa culty of 
correct observation, the resourcefulness, j 
the powerful moral sense, the spirit of

T ip on the Y oung R eptile’s S nout with 
W hich It B reaks Its W ay Out. 


B ecause of the popular aversion to the 
serpent 
family 
there 
is 
a surprising 
am o u n t of ignorance about even 
the 
sim plest of snake habits. 
It is doubtful 
if m any correct an sw ers could be given 
to the question w h eth er snakes lay eggs 
or bear their young alive. 
As a m atter 
of fact, some species are viviparous and 
Others oviparous. 
Most of the poisonous 
snakes, as well as m any of our harm less 
varieties, belong to the form er class. 
T he European ring snake is closely al­ 
lied to our common w ater snake and goes 
by the scientific nam e T ronidouotus ua- 
trix. 
Curiously enough, all other m em ­ 
bers of the genus T ropidonotus are vivi­ 
parous, and this species alone lays eggs. 
F urtherm ore, 
according 
to 
G ad o w ’s 
“ A m phibia and R eptiles,” tlpe new laid 
eggs usually show not the slightest visi­ 
ble sign of an em bryo, unless oviposi- 
tion is delayed, w hen the em bryos are 
m ore or less developed. 
T h e eggs are laid in Ju ly or A ugust in 
I a soft bed of loam or decaying vegeta­ 
tion, or in a heap of m anure. 
T h e older 
snakes sometim es 
lay 
*is m any as a 
dozen eggs or m ore and 
they usually 
; stick together so th a t the entire~_eln8ter 
can be picked up at once. 
Sometimes, 
however, if the process of laying is slow, 
they will be separated. 
T he eggs are 
! about an inch long and of a whitish 
yellow color. 
T h e shell 
is thin and 
flexible like parchm ent. 
T h e young h atch in late sum m er or 
au tu m n . 
Before hatching they develop 
a sh arp calcareous grow th on the tip of 
the snout known as the egg tooth, with 
which the shell is slit open. 
Unlike 
hatching chicks, which are suddenly dis­ 
possessed by the b reaking of their brit­ 
tle shells, the young snakes m ay m ake 
m any incisions in the p arch m en t envel­ 
opes and take m any peeps at the outside 
world before venturing forth into the 
new environm ent. 
Shortly a fte r h atch­ 
ing the egg tooth is lost. 
A t first the young live on insects and 
worm s, but w ithin a few weeks they are 
strong 
enough 
to attac k and devour 
young frogs. Strangely enough, although 
the adults are strong sw im m ers, and 
spend much time in ponds nnd stream s 
h u nting the fish and frogs on which they 
subsist, the young are unable to swim, 
and they will soon drow n if they fall 
into 
the 
w ater. 
T h e 
E uropean 
ring 
snake, as well as the A m erican w ater 
snake, m akes an excellent pet; it is per­ 
fectly harm less, becomes very tam e, nnd 
learns to know Lie difference between 
friends and strangers. 
G adow tells of a 
pet ring snake th a t would eat from his 
hand, crawl up his coat sleeve and coil 
itself contentedly on his arm .—Scientific 
A m erican.

W h eat or barley straw , preferably the 
form er, is commonly used by the British 
thatcher, who by ¿he way’ is looked upon 
as an artisan of rep u te Jn the districts 
in which his services are in dem and. 
Aral rightly too, for his cra ft is ancient 
and honorable, being both 
useful 
and 
beautifying. 
H ow ever, 
for 
“ fan cy ” 
w ork long meadow g rass is som etim es 
used, also a species of rush, and a reed 
w’hich is found in ra th e r spare quantities 
in the south and west of E ngland and 
lias, it is said, the «¡unlity of getting 
tougher as it grow s older.—D raftsm an.
